Wide gap remains between 
blacks and whites, poll shows

WASHINGTON Since the nation’s birth, Americans 
have discussed race and avoided it, organized 
neighborhoods and political movements around it, 
and used it to divide and hurt people even as relations 
have improved dramatically since the days of slavery. 
Reconstruction and legal segregation. 

Now, in what could be a historic year for a black 
presidential candidate, a new Associated Press Aahoo 
News poll, conducted with Stanford University, 
shows just how wide a gap remains between whites 
and blacks. 

It shows that a substantial portion of white 
Americans still harbor negative feelings toward 
blacks. It shows that blacks and whites disagree 
tremendously on how much racial prejudice exists, 
whose fault it is and how much influence blacks have 
in politics. 

One result is that Barack Obama’s path to the 
presidency is steeper than it would be if he were 
white. 

The poll, which featured a large sample of 
Americans— more than 2,200— and sophisticated 
survey techniques rarely used in media surveys, 
reflected the complexity, change and occasional 
contradictions of race relations. 

More whites apply positive attributes to blacks 
than negative ones, and blacks are even more 
generous in their descriptions of whites. Racial 
prejudice is lower among college-educated whites 
living outside the South. And many whites who think 
most blacks are somewhat lazy, violent or boastful 
are willing or even eager to vote for Obama over 
Republican John McCain, who is white. 

The poll may surprise those who thought Obama’s 
appeal to young voters proves Americans in their 
20s and 30s are clearly less racially biased than their 
parents. The survey found no meaningful differences 


among age groups in whites’ perceptions of blacks, 
although older whites appear more likely to discuss 
their views. 

Kelly Edmondson, 34, of Cincinnati is a white 
Democrat enthusiastic about backing Obama. The 
country needs a new direction, she said, and “I feel 
like he can reach a lot of people.” 

Edmondson said some of her fellow Ohioans 
might privately be planning to vote for McCain when 
they publicly say they are “on the fence.” 

“I worry about that,” she said. 

Polls consistently show Obama running about even 
with McCain, or leading by a notably smaller margin 
than the one Democrats enjoy over Republicans in 
most generic surveys about which party is best suited 


to govern. 

The AP-Tahoo News poll suggests that racial 
prejudice could cost Obama up to 6 percentage 
points this fall. That’s a big hurdle in a nation whose 
last two presidential elections were decided by much 
smaller margins. 

Obama, speaking Sunday to CNBC and the 
New York Times, said: “Look, if you’re asking me 
are there some people who might not vote for me 
because of my race? Of course. Are there some who 
might vote for me because of my race? Y)u bet. I 
think ultimately, though, the question’s going to be 
decided by a guy or a woman who is working hard 
every day trying to save enough to send their kid to 
college, trying to pay the bills.”

FBI searches apartment in Palin e-mail hacking case

WASHINGTON The EBI searched the residence 
of the son of a Democratic state lawmaker 
in Tennessee over the weekend looking for 
evidence linking the young man to the hacking 
of Republican vice presidential candidate 
Sarah Palin’s personal e-mail account, two 
law enforcement officials told The Associated 
Press on Monday 

David Kernell, 20, has not returned 
repeated phone calls or e-mails from the AP 
since last week. He is the son of state Rep. 


Mike Kernell, a Memphis Democrat and 
chairman of Tennessee’s House Government 
Operations Committee. The father declined 
last week to discuss the possibility his son 
might be involved in the case. 

“I had nothing to do with it, I had no 
knowledge or anything,” Mike Kernell told 
the AP. 

A hacker last week broke into one of 
the Yahoo e-mail accounts that Palin uses, 
revealing as evidence a few inconsequential 
personal messages she has received since 


John McCain selected her as his running 
mate. The McCain campaign confirmed the 
break-in and called it a “shocking invasion 
of the governor’s privacy and a violation of 
law.” 

Palin used “govsarah” in one of her Ithhoo 
e-mail addresses she sometimes uses to 
conduct state business. The hacker targeted 
her separate “govpalin” account. 

After the break-in, a person claiming 
responsibility published a detailed chronology 
of the hacking on the Web site where the 


break-in was first revealed. That person 
identified his e-mail address as one that has 
been linked publicly to David Kernell.The 
hacker described guessing correctly that 
Alaska’s governor had met her husband in 
high school, and knew Palin’s date of birth 
and home ZIP code. Using those details, the 
hacker tricked Taboo’s service into assigning 
a new password, “popcorn,” for Palin’s e-mail 
account. What started as a prank was cut 
short because of panic over the possibility the 
EBI might investigate, the hacker wrote.

It’s the largest government bailout in U.S. history and two days after 
it was introduced to the Americans paying for it, the proposal is still 
largely a mystery 

Among the unanswered questions: How will the government mop 
up the bad mortgage debt on banks’ books, who will run the process 
and how much will it cost? 

Key elements of the plan remain in flux as Democrats demand 
modifications that would provide more help for ordinary Americans 

in return for bailing out the country’s 
financial giants. 

In the draft legislation that the 
Treasury provided lawmakers on 
Saturday, the administration’s plan 
seemed straightforward enough. 

The Treasury asked for $700 billion, 
which it proposes to spend over the 
next two years to purchase what the 
Treasury calls “troubled assets” from 
financial institutions including banks, thrifts, credit unions, broker- 
dealers and insurance companies. 

The Treasury’s first draft said that only mortgage-related assets 
would be purchased. But in a later version the Treasury secretary 
asked for the power to expand purchases to troubled assets beyond 
real estate. That would conceivably leave taxpayers picking up the 
tab on things like bad car loans and credit card debt. The Treasury 
will likely focus virtually all of its attention on bad mortgage debt, 
however, since that is at the heart of the 14-month credit crisis. 


WHAT ARE 
TROUBLED ASSETS? 

The assets are defined 
as residential and 
commercial mortgages 
and any securities based 
on those mortgages 
if the debt was issued 
before last Thursday. 


How would the purchase of this bad debt work? 

The Treasury draft legislation leaves a lot to the imagination. But 
Treasury officials have talked about employing a “reverse auction.” 

Under the process, the Treasury would advertise an auction, seek- 
ing to buy, for example, $i billion of subprime mortgage loans that 
were originated around the same time. 

In a reverse auction, the financial institution burdened with the 
bad loans agrees to take the lowest amount bid for the package. The 
banks get to unload their bad debt and the government holds the 
asset either until it reaches maturity or until the market improves 
enough for the asset to be sold, perhaps for a profit. 

What is the advantage of this auction process? 

By purchasing the debt, the government would be creating a market 
that makes pricing easier and more uniform. That could clear up a 
huge amount of uncertainty in the market for subprime mortgages. 

What are the risks of the process? 

The clarity could bring bad news to some institutions: The write- 
downs they have taken so far could leave them with inflated prices 
for the bad debt remaining on their books. 

In the worst case, it could cause some institutions to fall below 
the capital cushions they are required to hold against loan losses. 
That could produce a wave of bank failures. Given that threat, many 
institutions might be reluctant to participate in the auctions. 

Is the bailout package final? 

Far from it. Democrats are seeking changes that would benefit con- 
sumers, among them proposals that would limit pay packages for 
financial company executives and allow judges to rewrite mortgages 
to lower the monthly payment of bankrupt homeowners.

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CONGRESS AND BUSH TEAM AGREE ON SOME TERMS 
FOR $700 BILLION DEAL, BUT WALL STREET UNIMPRESSED

WASHINGTON Scrambling for a quick accord 
on the $700 billion bailout, the Bush adminis- 
tration and leading lawmakers have agreed to 
include mortgage aid and strong congressio- 
nal oversight along with unprec- 
edented help for failing financial 
institutions, a key lawmaker said 
Monday 

Unimpressed, investors sent 
stocks plummeting anew, pushed 
oil up $16 a barrel and propelled 
gold prices ever higher as they 
searched for a safe place to park 
their money 

President Bush prodded 
Congress to pass the adminis- 
tration’s rescue plan quickly, declaring, “The 
whole world is watching.” And there did seem 
to be movement in talks between the White 
House and Capitol Hill. 

Rep. Barney Frank, (D-Mass.), chairman 
of the House Financial Services Committee, 
said “a great deal of progress has already been 


made.” And a government official with knowl- 
edge of the talks said the administration had 
agreed to create a plan to help prevent fore- 
closures on mortgages it acquires as part of 
the bailout— a key demand of Democratic 
lawmakers. 

Under other additions 
the Democrats are asking to 
the administration package, 
according to a draft of the plan 
obtained by The Associated 
Press: 

» Judges could rewrite 
mortgages to lower bankrupt 
homeowners’ monthly pay- 
ments. 

» Companies that unload- 
ed their bad assets on the government in the 
massive rescue would have to limit their exec- 
utives’ pay packages and agree to revoke any 
bonuses awarded based on bogus claims. 

The proposal by Sen. Chris Dodd, (D- 
Conn.), the Banking Committee chairman, 
would give the government broad power to 


buy up virtually any kind of bad asset— includ- 
ing credit card debt or car loans— from any 
financial institution in the US. or abroad in 
order to stabilize markets. 

But it would end the program at the end 
of next year, instead of creating the two-year 
initiative that the Bush administration has 
sought. And it would add layers of oversight, 
including an emergency board to keep an 
eye on the program with two congressional 
appointees, and a special inspector general 
appointed by the president. 

The plan also would require that the gov- 
ernment get shares in the troubled companies 
helped by the rescue. 

Wall Street didn’t seem comforted. The 
Dow Jones industrials were down nearly 400 
points near the end of the trading day 

Investors were uncertain just how suc- 
cessful the administration’s plan will be in 
unfreezing credit markets, which many busi- 
nesses depend on to fund day-to-day opera- 
tions, and for propping up the still-weak 
housing market. 


Congressional aides said the House could 
act on a bailout bill as early as Wednesday 

Bush said, “Obviously, there will be differ- 
ences over some details, and we will have to 
work through them. That is an understand- 
able part of the policy-making process.” But 
he also said, “It would not be understandable 
if members of Congress sought to use this 
emergency legislation to pass unrelated pro- 
visions, or to insist on provisions that would 
undermine the effectiveness of the plan.” 

The proposal that Dodd sent to Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson would let judges 
modify the mortgages of homeowners in 
bankruptcy to allow them to keep their 
homes. 

It also would require that the government 
come up with “a systematic approach for 
preventing foreclosure” on the mortgages it 
acquires as part of the bailout. That would 
include the home loans held by Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac, the troubled mortgage 
giants now under the control of a government 
regulator.

Census: Area homeowners stretched to limit

When Claudia Woods-Branch refinanced the 
mortgage on her Roseland home about five 
years ago, she worked as a corporate opera- 
tions manager and could easily afford her 
$8oo-a-month payments. 

A sudden illness, however, left her disabled 
and unable to work. In the past year, the pay- 
ments on her adjustable-rate mortgage shot 
up to more than $1,300 a month. 

“I only get a little bit more than that per 
month on disability,” said Woods-Branch, 55. 
“There’s nothing else you can do but pay the 
mortgage. There is no money left for any- 
thing else.” 

Soaring numbers of Chicago-area home- 
owners are stretched to the limit to pay their 
mortgages and other housing costs, new data 
from the US. Census Bureau show 

Spending one-third of monthly gross 
income on housing is commonly used as a 
threshold by financial and real estate experts 
to judge if homeowners will encounter diffi- 
culties paying for their residences.

Last year, 35 percent of Chicago homeown- 
ers matched or exceeded that threshold, up 
sharply from 21 percent in 1999, the Census 
Bureau said. More than 31 percent of Cook 
County homeowners were in the same quan- 
dary, up from 18 percent in 1999. In defining 
housing costs, the Census Bureau included 
property taxes, homeowner’s insurance and 
utilities in addition to mortgage expenses. 

The census numbers from 2007 reflect the 
beginnings of the mortgage crisis now plagu- 
ing the US. economy, experts say Rising 


housing costs, relaxed standards to qualify for 
mortgages and stagnating household incomes 
have combined to create a widening pool of 
overextended homeowners. 

Many of them already have or eventually 
will lose their homes, said Erik Hurst, a pro- 
fessor of economics at University of Chicago’s 
Graduate School of Business. 

Anne Pellettieri, 25, just bought her 
first home, a two-bedroom townhouse in 
Wheeling. A social worker, she spends half of 
her monthly income on her mortgage, home 
insurance and utilities. 

“I consider it my investment,” said 
Pellettieri, who grew up in the Chicago area. 
“I do have to sacrifice in other areas of my 
life, but I don’t have any kids. I only have to 
take care of myself” 

She said she limits her spending on cloth- 
ing and entertainment. She often looks for 
free events to attend in Chicago. “I don’t 
spend frivolously,” she said. “If we go out to 
dinner. I’m very conscientious of what I buy 
on the menu.”

CTA goes high-tech 

New digital advertising coming to buses, raii stations

SPRINGFIELD The Illinois Senate on Monday cre- 
ated restrictions on political fundraising in one 
of the state’s more fundamental post-Watergate 
campaign finance reforms. 

The 55-0 vote dismissed a veto by Gov 
Blagojevich and prohibits people with state con- 
tracts of $50,000 or more from contributing to 
the politicians who administer them, or to those 
officeholders’ opponents in an election year. 

“ Touchdown! ” 
declared Comptroller 
Dan Hynes, who 
championed the 
measure and is 
a potential 2010 
rival to Democrat 
Blagojevich, who 
has been accused of 
trying to block the 
reform with his veto. 

The vote might 
not have occurred 
had Democratic 
presidential candi- 
date Barack Obama 
not urged his mentor. Senate President Emil 
Jones, to call his chamber to action. 

The action was a defeat for the governor, who 
used his veto power to rewrite and “improve” the 
bill with other ethics measures. A Senate com- 
mittee OKd Blagojevich’s other ideas in separate 
legislation Monday evening. 

Blagojevich took office in 2003 as a reformer, 
replacing Republican Gov George Ryan, who 
is serving a dVi-year federal prison sentence for 
racketeering. But now Blagojevich finds himself 
in the middle of federal investigations into alle- 
gations of trading jobs and contracts for contri- 
butions. A top fundraiser, Antoin “Tony” Rezko, 
is awaiting sentencing on federal corruption 
charges involving similar schemes. 

Nonetheless, Blagojevich vetoed the bill that 
passed both houses of the General Assembly 
without a single “no” vote. He made the contri- 
bution ban an executive order and applied it to 
all state officeholders, which could be challenged 
in court. 

And he changed the bill’s language to add pro- 
hibitions on legislators holding second govern- 
ment jobs, require fuller disclosure of outside 
lobbying work and make lawmakers’ pay-raise 
process clearer.

The message almost spilling off a 50 -inch 
digital screen on the side of a CTA bus 
demonstrated how far transit advertising 
has come since the era of hand-painted ad 
benches at bus stops. 

An Oreo cookie took the plunge into a 
large glass of milk. 

It was followed seconds later by a 
promotion for the musical “Wicked,” then 
an ad for Crystal Light Lemonade. 

The CTA unveiled the new type of 
advertising on Monday The campaign is 
being tested on one bus on the No. 124 
Navy Pier bus route, but plans call for more 
than 1,500 digital displays to be installed on 
100 buses and at all 144 CTA rail stations 
beginning next year. 

The CTA expects to receive about $100 
million from the 10 -year deal with Titan 
Outdoor. 

Using wireless cellular communications, 
the ads transmitted directly to buses and 
stations could even be tailored to specific 


locations. GPS technology would allow 
an advertiser to target an individual retail 
store on a bus route. 

For instance, an ad on the side of the bus 
for a shoe-store chain could say, “Three 
blocks ahead: Buy one pair of shoes, get 
the second pair half off” 

“It can be that granular,” CTA 
president Ron Huberman said during 
a demonstration at the CTA’s Kedzie 
Avenue bus garage on the West Side. “The 
important thing for the CTA’s bottom line 
is that advertisers are willing to pay more 
for dynamic advertising like this than for 
static ads.” 

The digital screens could also be accessed 
by the Chicago Office of Emergency 
Management and Communications to 
put out information about street closings 
caused by a building fire or a flood, officials 
said. 

But the concept, patterned after high- 
tech advertising on London’s transit 
system, is aimed at helping the CTA 


increase revenue raised from other than 
fare boxes, Huberman said. 

“There is no upfront cost to the CTA, 
and Titan is responsible for maintaining 
the digital screens,” he said. 

Titan officials said the images are 
more like a moving billboard than a 
TV commercial. The digital bus ads are 
intended for quick looks by pedestrians 
and car drivers as buses pass by 

“It’s bright and sexy and attracts 
attention,” said Lou Giacalone Jr., 
senior vice president of Titan Digital 
Worldwide. 

But first the electronic technology must 
be road-tested on the one Navy Pier route 
bus to see if it can take the wear and tear 
and to see how much power the digital 
display consumes, officials said. 

The screens on buses will be placed on 
the curb-side of the vehicle. 

In addition to the ads on rail station 
display boards, riders will learn how many 
minutes until the next train arrives.

The No. 63 bus was 
headed east on 63rd at about 4:40 p.m. when 
the incident occurred, a CTA spokeswoman 
said. As it passed through the Artesian Avenue 
intersection, two other vehicles collided, then 
both veered into the bus.

Monday at his own extortion trial, denied he 
took cash from developers in exchange for 
Troutman’s support on projects. Steven Boone, 
37, told the federal jury he never took money 
for the alderman in return for her endorsing 
zoning changes or lifting stop-work orders. 

Residents sue over soccer field 

Four months after getting the private Latin 
School to stop building a soccer field in Lincoln 
Park, a group of residents has filed a new 
lawsuit seeking to keep the Chicago Park 
District from reimbursing the school for its 
construction costs. The agreement “amounts 
to an illegal no bid contract,” according to the 
lawsuit filed Monday on behalf of Protect Our 
Parks, a residents group that opposes the field. 

Jet runs off runway at O’Hare 

An American Airlines jet carrying 185 
passengers blew a tire and ran off a runway 
after being diverted to O’Hare on Monday, but 
no injuries were reported. Flight No. 268, a 
Boeing 757 headed from Seattle to New York, 
was diverted to O’Hare and landed about 1:50 
p.m., and the front tires and nose gear of the jet 
ended up in the grass off Runway 22R, officials 
said. The flight was scheduled to arrive in New 
York at 4:10 p.m., but was diverted to Chicago 
because of an electrical systems issue, said 
American spokeswoman Mary Frances Fagan. 

Man killed in crash was cop 

The man killed in a weekend motorcycle crash 
on an exit ramp of the Kennedy Expressway 
was identified Monday morning as a Chicago 
police officer. Edward Massas, 33, an eight-year 
department veteran, was off-duty when he 
was thrown from his motorcycle after losing 
control on the ramp near 700 N. Racine Ave. 
around 11:30 p.m. Saturday, police said. No 
other vehicles were involved in the crash.

Cops: Attacker knew routine 


At least one of the males involved in a 
sexual assault of a juvenile girl near a park 
on the Near North Side knew her daily 
routine, police said Monday 

The girl may have been coming home 
Saturday from the Near North Branch 
Chicago Public Library when she was 
attacked by a group of males between 
3 and 4 p.m., said Monique Bond, a 
spokeswoman for the Chicago Police 
Department. 

“We’re still trying to determine if the 
offenders knew the girl, but we believe at 


least one of them knew her routine,” Bond 
said. 

One of the suspects may have a criminal 
record, she said. 

The girl, who lives near Seward Park, 
was able to provide investigators with 
details of her attack. Bond said. 

After she was assaulted, the girl went 
home and told a relative, who alerted 
the authorities. Bond said. The girl was 
hospitalized after the attack. 

Seward Park sits in an open space off 
Orleans and Division Streets. The field 


house holds several after-school programs 
for teenagers, such as dance groups, a drill 
team and tutoring, residents said. 

Near North residents said they were 
outraged by the attack. 

“We don’t play that around here,” said 
Cleve Lester, 27. “We don’t tolerate that 
kind of stuff” 

Lester said he first heard about the 
assault while he was at work Sunday “We 
need to find out who is responsible for 
this. They can’t be free to walk around our 
children,” he said. 


FBI offering reward 
to catch ‘TCF Bandit’ 

The Chicago office of the FBI said Monday it’s offering a 
reward of up to $15,000 for information leading to the iden- 
tification and arrest of the “TCF Bandit,” a man suspected of 
robbing eight area banks since February 2007, including the 
same bank three times. 

The suspect’s most recent robbery occurred on April 8 at a 
TCF Bank branch in suburban Westchester. 

No weapon has been displayed and no injuries reported in 
any of the robberies, which have targeted TCF Bank branch- 
es located in the western suburbs and the Northwest Side of 
Chicago. 

The “TCF Bandit” is described as being 35 to 40 years old 
and 5 foot 6 to 5 foot 10 with a large build. 

He has worn a baseball cap or ski hat and sunglasses during 
each robbery

Teen accidentally 
killed with shotgun 

Arthur Tyler was only five days away from his first game 
with the varsity football team at Chicago Vocational Career 
Academy Friends and family said he couldn’t wait to officially 
don the school’s purple and yellow jersey 

But early Sunday morning, as Tyler was spending the night 
with his best friend in Englewood, a dangerous game with a 
shotgun ended with the 16 -year-old Tyler accidentally shot and 
killed, police said. Tyler’s friend was charged as a juvenile with 
involuntary manslaughter Sunday night, police said. 

Police said Tyler, his best friend and a third teen were smoking 
marijuana at a house in the 6300 block of South Seeley Avenue 
before the shooting. Antonio White, a friend of the teens, said 
the three had been drinking and smoking when Tyler’s friend 
brought out a shotgun belonging to his grandfather. 

Tyler pleaded with his friend to stop playing with the gun. 
White said, and the friend told him it wasn’t loaded. But the 
gun fired. Tyler was struck in the neck and instantly killed.

Protesters set up camp 
outside Fla. mom’s home 


ORLANDO Each night, a half dozen 
protesters plant lawn chairs across the 
street from the home of missing 3-year-old 
Caylee Anthony, demanding a confession 
from her mother and grandparents. 

“Baby killer,” one woman’s sign reads. “My 
mommy did it!” reads another. 

But all they get is silence: The child’s 
family stays quiet night after night, their 
yard lined with yellow caution tape and 
“No Trespassing” signs, and a collage of the 
hazel-eyed child’s photographs taped to the 
front door. 

Three months after Caylee disappeared 
under mysterious circumstances, the 
protesters have joined the crowd of reporters 


and gawkers outside the family’s suburban 
Orlando home, hoping to get what police 
so far have not: a statement that the little 
girl is dead. They believe the girl’s 22-year- 
old mother, Casey Anthony, killed her and 
that her grandparents, Cindy and George 
Anthony, are covering it up. 

The protesters taunt the family at all 
hours, some dressing up in costumes and 
even recording rock songs about the case. 
There has been a videotaped scuffle and 
even 911 calls, but the group is undeterred 
in its mission. 

“It’s putting pressure on them,” said 
Cathy Harris, a mother of 10 children who 
is among the group staking out the home. 



THE BACKGROUND 

Casey Anthony told authorities 
that she had left her daughter 
with a baby-sitter in June, and that 
when she returned after work, the 
two were gone. But investigators 
said the apartment where the 
baby-sitter supposedly lived had 
been vacant for months and that 
Anthony lied about her job. 

She was arrested and charged 
with neglect of a child, making 
false official statements 
and obstructing a criminal 
investigation. She is now under 
house arrest.

Car bomb attack 

A powerful car bomb exploded Monday 
in Santona, Spain, killing an army officer 
and wounding six other people in the third 
attack in 24 hours by suspected members of 
the Basque separatist group ETA.

Facebook changing Islamic world 


CAIRO His fingers tapping lilce a 
tiny army over laptop keys, Waleed 
Korayem, auniversity student who quotes 
Einstein and Voltaire, skims the Internet 
in a noisy cafe and opens his Facebook 
group, the one that drives Islamists into 
fits of rage: ^ah. We Are Seculars and We 
Are Proud. 

It’s hot and he is sweating, clicking 
through cyberspace venom and passion- 
ate screeds of Muslims debating Islam 
and democracy in the Middle East. Some 


of it is playful, some of it mean, but beyond 
the aliases and funny log-on names, this 
electronic parallel world has given young 
Muslims a voice beyond their mosques and 
repressive governments. 

Korayem believes he’s living in a trans- 
formative time in Islamic history, when a 
new generation can express whatever it 
wants on screens that can hold infinite 
numbers of words. 

In the dim cool of his room, Amr Ali, a 
dental student who is a devout believer, is 


part missionary, part explainer, seeking to 
abolish Western stereotypes about Islam 
while spreading the Koran’s message. 

“We can change perceptions about 
Islam,” he said. “I now have a relationship 
with an American guy on Facebook. He 
first contacted me by calling me a terror- 
ist. ‘Do you belong to A1 Qaeda?’ But I’ve 
explained the nature of Islam, using Koran 
verses to correct his misperceptions. Now 
he and I discuss Islam and Buddhism 
online.

MINNEAPOLIS Neither the White Sox nor the 
Minnesota Twins have been playing like con- 
tenders over the past month. They’re deter- 
mined to change that during the final week 
of the regular season. 

The White Sox will bring a zl^-game lead in 


the AL Central over 
the Twins to apacked- 
and-loud Metrodome 
Tuesday for the start 
of a three-game series 
that should, finally, 
define this slow- 
developing race. 

“We’re in first 
place, so we need to 
act like a first-place 
team and go play like 
one,” said Sox lefty 
Mark Buehrle, who 
will take the mound 
on Wednesday 

Minnesota is glad 
to be back, after play- 
ing 24 of the previous 
30 games on the road 
and going 9-15 in that stretch. 

“We’re ready for it. We’re going to go 
home and play hard,” said Twins left-hander 
Francisco Liriano, who won’t pitch in the 
series after allowing one run in seven innings

These rivals have been no further apart in 
the standings than the current margin since 
July 27. Chicago has been in front for 144 days 
and all but nine since May 17, but hasn’t led by 
any more than 3/2 games since June 19. 

“It’s like you’re fighting for 12 rounds and 
you know you’re winning, but a lucky punch 
gets you last round and you’re done and you 
lose the title.

Indeed, though his team can clinch with 
a sweep, three wins the other way would put 
Minnesota in first place. 


If they’re tied after that, it’s back to the 
South Side for a playoff on Tuesday to deter- 
mine the winner of a division the Twins have 
won four times in the previous six years. (Dver 
13 postseasons since the AL Central was cre- 
ated, the White Sox have qualified as the 
champion twice. Cleveland is the leader with 
seven. 

The Tigers were supposed to be the 
favorites after their winter spending spree, 
but their age and other holes showed this 
summer. The Indians were in position to 
contend too. 

But it was the White Sox with their 


homer-happy heart of the order and Guillen- 
inspired spunk who emerged, and the Twins 
have stayed right on their heels— enjoying 
23 days in first place, mostly in May— with 
a speedy lineup and better-than-expected 
starting pitching from an untested group of 
prospects. 

Lately, the rotation has faltered. On 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday against the 
Rays, the starters gave Minnesota a total of 
only 6V3 innings.

released CDs before they broke through 
with “Delilah.” 

The single, which features Higgenson 
singing plaintively to a long-distance 
love, earned the band a No. i spot on the 
Billboard charts and two Grammy nomina- 
tions, including song of the year. 

Now the Plain White T’s find themselves 
in the daunting position of trying to copy 
that success as they release “Big Bad World,” 


their followup to 2006’s gold-selling “Every 
Second Counts” on Tuesday 
“Delilah” was a few years old by the time 
it cracked the Billboard Hot 100 chart in 
April 2007. It peaked at No. i in July, staying 
there for two weeks, but remained on the 
charts until earlier this year. 

The batch of songs Higgenson wrote 
on airplanes and in hotel rooms during the 
“Delilah” boom led the band to a house in 
Malibu, Calif, where they recorded “Big 
Bad World” live. In an effort to capture the 
mood of their live show, the Plain White 
T’s — who play 300 -plus gigs a year— largely 
played instruments made before 1970 in 
search of a genuine sound. 

Higgenson sang half the album in one 
night because, he says, “I was just on.” 

“{If} people think we’re more fun live 
than we are on the record, then why not 
try to capture the live thing?” Tirio says. “If 
there’s mistakes, you can hear it in the end. 
There’s a lot of emotion in those takes.”

Squat like you mean it 

Short workouts are in, but do they make a difference?

Hiu Chung So breaks up her work- 
outs into mini-sessions. She does 10 
minutes of weights in the morning 
and another 20 to 30 minutes of car- 
dio in the evening. 

“It makes it a lot less daunting 
compared to saying you need to 
do an hour of exercise,” said the 
26 -year-old from Arcadia, Calif 

Her piecemeal fitness regimen is 
something that’s been encouraged 
as even videotaped exercise rou- 
tines shrink to mere minutes. But 
as enticing as such programs sound, 
getting into shape is generally going 
to take more than a session of 
8-minute abs, said Jillian Michaels, 
a personal trainer on “The Biggest 
Loser.” 

“Ten minutes?” Michaels said. 
“Forget it. What are you going to 
burn? A hundred calories. A pound is 
3,500 calories. I’m so tired of send- 
ing Americans a false message. ‘Hey 


just take the stairs.’” 

Micro-workouts are everywhere, 
from Jorge Cruise’s “8 Minutes in 
the Morning” to Tracey Mallett’s 
“Sexy in 6,” a fitness program with 
6 -minute workouts. 

Some studies show that breaking 
workouts into mini sessions is as 
effective as continuous workouts. 
And considering time is one of the 
biggest reasons people give for not 
exercising, the mini-sessions make 
sense. 

“The key isn’t really how long 
the duration or short,” saidTamilee 
Webb, best known for “Buns & Abs 
of Steel.” “It’s the intensity and the 
consistency” 

Denise Austin, who has made 
more than 80 DVDs, said mini- 
workouts encourage people to do 
the 10 -minute sessions, plus “a little 
more.” “The next week they can do 
20 minutes and then they’re on their 
way to a healthy habit,” Austin said. 


THE SKINNY ON 
MINI-WORKOUTS 

According to experts, 
getting into shape 
takes more than mini- 
workouts. Here’s what 
they suggest: 

» Adults younger than 65 
should do a minimum of 
30 minutes of moderate 
cardio (brisk walking) per 
day, five days a week, or 
20 minutes of intense 
cardio (running) three 
days a week. Strength 
training should be done 
twice a week. 

» To lose weight or 
maintain weight loss, 

60 to 90 minutes of 
physical activity may be 
necessary.

David Blaine, the magician who has 
been buried alive and encased in ice, 
now plans to let fame go to his head, 
with the help of a North Jersey physi- 
cian. Blaine plans to hang upside 
down 50 feet above Central Park for 
60 hours Monday through Wednes- 
day In previous stunts, Blaine, 35, 
held his breath more than 17 minutes 
in a water tank, perched for hours on 
a pillar and spent 44 days suspended 
in a transparent box in London. Dr. 
Massimo Napolitano, chief of vascu- 
lar surgery at Hackensack University 
Medical Center, is advising Blaine on 
the toll hanging upside down might 
take on his body. Napolitano recently 
discussed the stunt.

Don’t people who practice yoga 
sometimes stand on their heads? 

People in India will do it for hours, 
but not for 60 hours. 

What happens to your body when 
you’re upside down? 

A lot of things can happen. It’s called 
reverse physiology The pressure 
in the veins in your head increases, 
especially the pressure in your eyes. 
There’s a risk of having swelling of 
the brain and clots in the veins of the 
eyes. 

Couid you have a stroke? 

You could, but first you’d pass out. 
You could become blind. 

What internai organs are affected by 
hanging upside down? 

The kidneys and lungs. With the 
kidneys, we have urine pushed into 
the bladder by tubes called ureters. 
Those ureters will have to push 
against gravity and you could have 
some swelling. Three days should 


not cause damage but could cause 
cramps, like a kidney stone. 

Tbu’re going to have most of 
the blood pooling in the upper 
part of the lungs, which is usually 
the part we breathe mostly from. 

I understand Mr. Blaine has done 
incredible things, prolonged 
immersions, so his body knows how 
to compensate for that. 

How will he eat? 

He has gone 44 days without eating, 
so he’ll only be drinking. 

How can Blaine hold his breath for long 
periods and perform other abnormal 
feats? 

Like the gurus in India who do yoga, 
you can control bodily functions by 
concentration and mind over matter. 
He must have found a way to reduce 
his metabolism. Obviously, he has 
to be an overall healthy person and 
he needs to train. You don’t wake 
up one morning and say, “I guess I’ll 
hang upside down for three days.”

Is the SD the new CD? 


Associated Press 

Just as vinyl once gave way to CDs as the 
main physical medium for music, could CDs 
be replaced now by a fingernail-sized memory 
card? 

Perhaps not entirely, but SanDisk, four 
major record labels and retailers Best Buy 
and Wal-A'Iart arc hoping that albums sold on 
microSD memory cards will at least provide 
an additional stream of sales. The companies 
unveiled plans Monday to sell memory cards 
loaded with music in the mp3 format, free of 
copy protections. 

Called “slot Music,” the new format is 
meant to address two intertwined trends. 
Most albums are still sold in a physical for- 
mat— 449 million were sold on CDs in 2007, 
while 50 million were sold digitally, according 
to Nielsen SoundScan— yet CDs arc dccrcas- 
ingly popular. Albums sold on CD dropped 
almost 19 percent last year. 

Given this, the record labels— Universiil 
Music Group, Sony BMG Music 
Entertainment, Warner Music Group and 
KMT Group— are hoping slot Music can be 
another physical revenue source— and one that 
is more versatile tfum CDs, given the kinds of 
gadgets people carry around these days. 

Unlike when the CD was introduced and 
people had to buy new players, many people 
already have the ability to play slotMusic 
idbums, since many cell phones and multi- 
media players support microSD cards. 

These new albums vdll come with a small 
USB dongle that lets buyers use them with 
computers too. 


A CLOSER LOOK 

Daniel Schrelber who heads the audio-video 
business unit at SanDisk, said slotMusic 
albums will be sold on 1 gigabyte microSD 
cards, which means they will be able to 
hold a full album and related content such 
as liner notes and cover art. Buyers will 
be able to use extra space on the cards 
to hold songs and photos from their own 
collections. The cards and USB dongles 
will come in boxes similar to current CD 
packaging, and Schreiber expects the cost 
of slotMusic releases to be “in the ballpark" 
of current CD prices, ap 

“Particularly in this kind of economic cli- 
mate, the idea of being able to use an elec- 
tronic device you already own to enjoy music 
rather than going out and buying a dedicated 
player is pretty compelling,” said Daniel 
Schreiber, who heads the audio-video busi- 
ness unit at SanDisk. 

It’s not yet known exactly when— or how 
many— album swill be initially sold in the for- 
mat, but Schreiber expects retailers to give a 
“sizable amount of shelf space” to slotMusic 
albums. 

NPD Group entertainment analyst Russ 
Crupnick sees a potential for slotMusic to 
emerge as a compelling format. I Ic said the 
industry needs “desperatel/’ to give people a 
new reason to head back into the music sec- 
tions at brick-and-mort<u* stores. 

“Not that we want them out of the gam- 
ing section, but once theyVe done looking at 
‘Guitar Hero,’ we want them to come look at 
the music section,” he said.
